REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOOLS 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Town  of  Vernon : 

I  present  to  you  herewith  my  seventeenth  annual  report 
of  the  schools  of  the  Town  for  the  year  ending  August  31, 
1934:

*The  County  Home  Children  were  not  included  in  the  Town 
enumeration. 

There  were  91  more  pupils  in  all  the  schools  than  the 
previous  year — a  natural  result  of  the  smaller  amount  of 
work  for  those  of  school  age,  so  that  more  pupils  had  to 
come  to  school  at  the  age  when  previously  they  might  have 
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been  out  of  school  at  work.  The  lessened  attendance  was 
due  to  the  epidemic  of  children's  ailments  during  the  year 
and  the  prevalence  of  colds  during  the  winter.  The  smaller 
number  enumerated  was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
County  Home  children  are  not  now  included  in  the  Town 
enumeration — for  the  first  time,  this  year.  They  are  enum- 
erated separately  and  reported  to  Hartford  by  the  County 
Home  Officers. 

TEACHERS 

Two  teachers  were  married  this  spring  and  two  earlier 
in  the  year,  making  four  vacancies  to  be  filled — three  in  the 
high  school  and  one  in  the  grades. 

In  Mrs.  Englert's  place  in  the  Northeast  school.  Miss 
HefFron  of  the  East  school  staff  was  appointed  and  to  fill 
her  place,  Miss  Peterson  who  taught  in  the  Depot  School 
last  year,  was  appointed.  Mrs.  Ruby  Loverin  is  to  take 
Miss  Peterson's  place  at  Vernon  Depot. 

To  fill  the  three  vacancies  in  the  high  school,  Xatalie 
Ide  was  appointed  to  teach  English  and  Domestic  Science. 
Nan  Flaherty  to  teach  English  and  Physical  Training  and 
Katherine  Townsend  of  Whitman,  Mass.,  was  appointed  to 
teach  Biology.  All  three  come  to  us  with  excellent  recom- 
mendations from  their  respective  colleges. 

In  October  Mrs.  Helen  D.  Upson  was  appointed  to  teach 
music  in  the  schools  of  the  Town.  Her  work  has  been  ex- 
cellent, especially  considering  the  fact  that  she  was  ap- 
pointed after  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Both  in  the  annual 
concert  given  by  the  High  School  Glee  Clubs  and  in  the 
graduation  music  did  the  pupils  do  a  very  good  piece  of 
work. 

There  will  be  no  other  changes  for  the  coming  year  than 
those  enumerated  above,  unless  a  vacancy  should  occur  dur- 
ing the  year. 

I  feel  sure  that  our  teachers  have  done  their  work  with 
great  care  and  with  generally  good  results  during  the  year 


that  has  just  passed.  I  wish  to  express  to  them  all  my  sin- 
cere appreciation  for  their  efficient  work  and  their  loyalty 
to  the  best  ideals  of  the  teaching  profession,  which  has  been 
evident  throughout  the  schools. 

WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOLS 

The  work  of  the  schools  the  past  year  was  very  well  ex- 
emplified by  the  exhibition  of  school  work  in  the  spring 
when  parents  and  others  interested  in  the  schools  were  in- 
vited to  observe  what  the  schools  had  produced  that  would 
be  interesting  and  instructive  of  the  kind  of  school  work 
done. 

During  the  year  a  group  of  teacher-  with  the  Superin- 
tendent worked  on  and  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  teachers, 
an  outline  of  drawing  work  for  the  grades  which  was  fol- 
lowed by  all  the  teachers  with  such  variations  as  individual 
needs  dictated.  Results  of  this  work  were  shown  in  the  ex- 
hibition in  the  spring.  We  feel  sure  that  the  absence  of  a 
special  drawing  teacher  to  direct  this  work  did  not  re- 
sult in  a  lowering  of  the  standard  of  excellence  hitherto 
adhered. to.  This  work  will  be  continued  this  year  at  the 
end  of  which  we  will  have  a  special  outline  of  drawing  for 
the  schools  of  the  town  which  ought  to  be  adequate  and 
workable. 

In  the  High  School  the  various  classes  have  shown  good 
results  and  the  high  standard  of  work  for  which  this  school 
is  widely  and  favorably  known  has  been  kept  up  fully. 
There  has  been  during  the  year,  a  good  development  of 
clubs  under  the  direction  of  teachers,  as  far  as  that  was 
necsssary  for  practical  working.  In  these  clubs  pupils  have 
an  opportunity  of  doing  advanced  and  original  work  under 
conditions  quite  different  from  actual  classroom  work.  They 
also  serve  as  outlets  for  social  and  leadership  urges  and  help 
pupils  for  practical  matters  later  in  life. 

The  various  social  and  entertainment  activities  of  the 
school  were  a  source  of  satisfaction  and  the  annual  play  giv- 


en  by  the  high  school  teachers  reflected  credit  on  their  abil- 
ity and  was  profitable  financially.  As  the  teachers  always 
spend  the  profits  of  this  play  for  some  school  need,  they  are 
the  more  to  be  congratulated  on  their  activity  along  this  line. 

This  spring  we  gradauted  from  the  High  School  a  class 
of  115 — the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

Last  fall  we  had  a  decreased  enrollment  of  pupils  from 
South  Windsor  and  this  fall  a  further  drop  in  their  enroll- 
ment will  take  place.  The  pupils  we  had  to  ask  South 
Windsor  to  send  elsewhere  have  been  absorbed  by  Manches- 
ter. In  their  place  we  have  a  larger  number  from  East 
Windsor,  as  was  anticipated. 

The  new  course  in  general  high  school  work  has  at- 
tracted a  considerable  number  and  we  believe  it  will  work 
out  well.  This  course  is  one  strongly  recommended  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  for  the  high  schools  of  Con- 
necticut, and  we  are  following  their  recommendation  as  to 
courses  in  it. 

REPAIRS     ' 

During  the  summer  we  have  built  a  new  outhouse  at 
Vernon  Center  to  replace  the  two  old  ones  there,  which  were 
unsanitary.  A  new  roof  had  to  be  put  on  the  front  side 
of  the  old  grammar  school  building  in  the  East  School  and 
repairs  must  be  made  to  the  flat  part  of  the  roof  of  the 
Maple  Street  building  this  fall.  Otherwise,  there  have  been 
few  repairs  Deeded  to  the  school  buildings.  Of  course  re- 
pairs are  needed  from  time  to  time  to  the  equipment  of  the 
schools  due  to  wear. 

This  summer  we  were  able  to  secure  new  desks  and  seats 
to  replace  the  last  of  the  old  equipment  in  the  schoolrooms 
of  the  town. 

GENERAL 

The  Lions  Club  and  the  Red  Cross  have  contributed  as 
last  year,  to  the  milk  fund  for  those  children  who  need  it 
and  cannot  pay  for  it.     The  value  of  this  to  these  children 
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is  beyond  computation  and  we  hope  the  fund  may  be  kept 
up  in  future  as  the  generosity  of  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions has  kept  it  up  in  the  past. 

Medical  inspection  has  been  continued  with  Drs.  Fer- 
guson and  Flaherty  in  charge.  Clinics  were  held  in  Rock- 
ville  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
and  the  State  Board  of  Health,  to  discover  incipient  cases 
of  tuberculosis  and  practically  all  the  grade  children  and 
many  of  the  High  School  pupils  were  x-rayed  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

The  evening  school  has  been  well  attended  during  the 
past  winter.  As  a  year  ago,  there  was  no  beginners'  English 
class.  The  classes  in  commercial,  sewing  and  mechanical 
work  were  well  attended. 

I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  good 
work  of  the  teaching  staff  in  the  schools  and  to  assure  the 
Board  of  Education  and  the  parents  of  the  school  children 
that  our  best  endeavors  the  coming  year  will  be  put  for- 
ward to  further  the  highest  advancement  of  the  pupils  edu- 
cationally that  we  are  able  to  secure.

The  cost  of  the  High  School  for  the  year  was  fifty 
thousand,  two  hundred  ninety- five  dollars  and  thirty-one 
cents  or  eighty  dollars  and  sixty  cents  per  pupil  beside  the 
insurance,  repairs  and  depreciation  of  equipment  and  build- 
ing, most  of  which  the  Trustees  pay  for  us.  The  cost  of  the 
Grades  was  fifty-two  thousand,  eight  hundred  thirty-six 
dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents  or  sixty-one  dollars  ninety- 
five  cents  per  pupil. 

During  the  year  we  took  in  on  account  of  the  Sykes 
Auditorium  with  the  balance  for  last  year,  two  hundred 
seventy-four  dollars  and  ten  cents,  spent  for  Janitor 
work  and  sale  of  tickets  sixty-nine  dollars  and  forty  cents, 
and  paid  the  Rockville-Willimantic  Lighting  Co.  on  the 
High  School  bills  one  hundred  eighty-six  dollars  seventy- 
nine  cents,  leaving  a  balance  to  apply  to  this  coming  year  of 
seventeen  dollars  ninety-one  cents. 

For  the  coming  year  we  estimate  the  cost  of  the  schools 
at  $107,000  and  the  income  from  all  sources  at  $44,650.
